It is, I confeſs, too evident, that the Miſatings of the 
real Papiſts, and of our counterfeit Proteſtants, proceed 
rather from perverſueſs of Will, and frowardneſs of Tem- 
per, than from error of Judgment, or ſcruple of (onſci- 
ence : And therefore they ſeem to need more the Schoolings 
of- the Law, and the Rebukes of Authority, than the 
Illuminations of the Goſpel, and the Warnings of the Scrip- 
ture, the Doltrines, Exhortations, Perſwaſives of our Re- 
coaciling Miniſtry :: And if they. are not already. paſt 
feeling, and incurably obſtinate, are like to profit more under 
an equal diſtribution of the Acts. of. Jultice, than- a right 
diviſion of the Word of Truth. | 

Vet I have ſtul the charity to think, that many of thoſe, who 
by their fair ( olourings, and plauſible Pretences, have been 
drawn into Conventicles, Covenants, and the Society 
of a very vile (auſe, ds not err altogether of malicious 
wickedneſs, but partly through ſimplicity of Heart ; 
like- ſome of thoſe who. followed Ablolom. And therefore 
though too. guilty, yet not incorrigibly ſo, nor quite paſt. the 
Cure, at. leaſt not the benefit of ſofter Remedies ; and ſuch 
we are commiſſioned to adminiſter, meek Reſtauratives, and 
rational Confirmations. But

But if our Sermons alone will not prevail with ſuch as 
theſe, they may happily give edg and ſucceſs to the Secular 
Sword, and make even the Law a miniſtration of Love, 
as well as of Terror, by teaching them to be ſubje&, nor 
only for Wrath, but tor Conlcience ; and to be Active, 
4s far as honeſtly they can, before they be Paſſive im their 
Obedience ; aſſuring them, that prxſumprio eſt pro 
Authoritate imponentis, that where they have not a clear 
and undoubted evidence of the contrary, they may ſafely con- 
clude, that Right and Truth are on the Governor's ſide. 

My Lord, 

I publiſh this Diſcourſe principally for the ſake of ſuch 

Men as theſe, who have been preached into a diſlike of our 


Civil and Eccleſiaſtical Policy, and therefore may happily * 
be preached out of it again : Men whoſe Intentions poſſibly 


have uot been ſo bad as their Caule ; but their ſimple Hearts 
have been beguiled with the good Words and enticing 
Speeches, of thoſe that promiſed Liberty and Refor- 
mation, while themſelves were the Servants of Corrup- 
tion, and of a baſe Intereſt. 

Yet truly, My Lord, I cannot expeft# any very good 
Fruit of my own, or of much better Sermons on the ſame Oc- 
caſion, even among this ſort of Men, if that viſible Hand 
of Providence, which hath of late ſo ſignally detetied the 
Fhypocriſy of their Party, hath not already opened their 
Eyes, touched their Hearts, and in 4 good meaſure 
wrought

Dangers 
in the moſt black afid fertibte tmages; #nd his De- 
liverances from them, in all the advantages of 
Repreſentation, ' which the Wiſdom of - oye! and 
Retigiows Gratitude could ſupply. The Sorrows of 
Death compaſſed me, and the E loods of ungodly Men 
made me afraid.

Secondly, We have a devout Acknowledgment 
of, and thankful Return for theſe Deliverances 
and” Preſervations: Therefore, ©fopohoWwonyun on, 
ſo the Septuagint renders it, will I confeſs unto thee, O 
Lord, among the Heathen ; and ſing praiſes unto 
thy Name. ; 


I purpoſe to ſpeak of theſe in their order. 


1; Of the Mercy, David's Deliverances. 
2. Of the Duty, David's Confeſſron and Thanks- 


giving. ; | 

And then make what Compariſons we fairly may, 
between King David's, and our King's Deliveran- 
ces 3 to excite us to the performance of the ſame 
Duty, to promote the ſame religious Joy and 
Praife, at the time of our Solemn Thankogiving 
and Feſtivity. ' 


L. Firſt then for David's Deliverances. Delive- 
rance and Preſervation, are .AFs whereby God re- 
peats the Worider and the Mercy of his Creation, 
and giveth, as it were, a new Life, in the continu- 
ance of the Old 3 a kind of ReſurreiZion, and re- 
vival, without any real death. The People that 
ſhall be created, ſhall praiſe the Lord ;, i. e. ſay ſome, 
the People brought from a low and deſpicable con- 
dition, next to nothing, or the People delivered 
from an imminent deſtruction, 

The Deliverance of a King, hath on it ſome ſpe- 
cial prints and fignatures of the Divine Power and 
Goodneſs, God delivered David from the Lion, 
and

and the Bear, and the uncircumciſed Philiſtins, when 
he was in a more private Capacity ; but his Prote- 
Gions in his Royalty were more eminent and re- 
markable, and therefore he magnifies them in the 
Verſes next to my Text. Great Deliverance giveth 
he to his King, and þ Mercy, that is, fignal 
and extraordinary e/Hercy, to his Anointed. And 
when he ſings a wew Song of Praiſe, Pſal. 144. 10. 
this is the Burthen of it, It is he that giveth Satua- 
tion to Kings, who delivereth David his Servant from 
the burtful Sword. 


Is King David's Deliverances, we may obſerve 3 


Firſt, The dreadful Evils and Dangers from 
which he was delivered : expreſled, 

I. More generally by Ememies. Enemy is a word 
common to Mer, with Devils ; and David, who 
{tiles his Enemies, as you heard, Floods of ungodly 
Mer, compares his Sufferings under them, to the 
Sorrows of Hell, the effets of a deep and dewiliſb 
Malice. | 

Though not only the Lives, but the other 
Rights and "Properties of Kings, are made by God 
more ſacred and inviolable, than thoſe of other 
Men 3 and though Obedience to Authority, is the

expreſſion; yet through the inſtigation of the ©" 


Devil, the firſt Plotter of all Miſchief, ( who is 
naturally and originally K&djwoye, a profeſied Ene- 
my to God, and conſequently to all who reſemble 
him in Power and Goodneſs) are RW

raiſed, Sedition and: Rebellion woeved againſt the 
beſt Governors, - Moſes, :niet with oppoſition 
and comradiion ;:even his own Kindred, Airor 
and Myriam, began to malign him. - 

To paſs by other Inſtances, we have a full one 
before us; David, I mean, A Man after God's own 
Heart, one-who profeſled and countenanced the 
True Religion; and a King of Gods own making, 
crowned, anointed, and' placed in the Throne, as 
it were, by his immediate Hand ; who though he 
was a wiſe and gracious Prince, and ruled then 
prudently by his Power ; yea, though he was popu- 
lar for ſome time, and whatſoever the King did, 
pleaſed the People ; 1 ſay, notwith(tanding all theſe 
happy Concurrences, theſe Pen as 1 may 
fo ſpeak, of Vertue, Right, Prudence, Clemency, 
He could not fit quiet and fafe in his Govern- 
ment; He found many Enemies, both at Home 
and Abroad. His own Son rebelled againſt him ; 
And with Abſolone went two hundred Men ont of Jeru- 
ſalem. He attraQs the People's Eyes, by a *Princely 
Grandeir, and ſteals away their Hearts by a po- 
pular Compliance, fair Speeches, and ——_ 
Condeſcentions. He riſes up early, and ſtands in 
the way of the Gate 5 and if any Man came nigh 
him, to do him obeyſance, he put forth his Hand, 
and took hint, and kiſſed him. By theſe Artifices, 
he ſoon/gained 'many Aſſociates, who followed him, 
ſome of them perhaps in the ſimplicity, but the 
molt, and- the moſt confiderable, in the malice 
and wickednels of their Hearts, to the great en-

dangering -of the Crown and Life of his Father.

\The Spirit that is im ws lafteth to Exvy, and is 
ever; and' anon murmaring at petty \ Grievances, 
and clamouring at every tittle Reftraint' of our 
Licentiouſneſs, as a violation of our lawful Li- 
bertics and Privileges, and thereupon grounding 
Pretences for Rele/lron 5 which David (in verſ. 43. 
of this P/alm) calls, . the Strivings of the People. 
The beginning of which Strife, as Solomon wiſely 7799.17.14 
obſerved, 1s as when one letteth ont Water, which 
hath but a flender utterance at firſt, but it foon 
ſwells and rages, bears down all Dams, riſeth a- 
bove all Banks and Bounds, and ſpreads into a 
Flood of Ungodlimeſsy, an irrefiftible Torrent of 
Fury, Crucky, and Treaſon : Which minds me 
of the 

2. Second Thing, and that which was the great- L 
eſt and more particular Evil, from which Davi4 
was dclivered, the Viclent Man; Men, whoſe Dif- - 
contents, at ſome ſeeming Errors im his Govern- 
ment, ſoon expreſſed themſelves in diminiſhing _ 
and defamatory Ypeeches, wherewith they reproach- ©/4(-89. 51: 
ed the Footſteps of God's Anointed * And from 
theſe proceeded to Seditious "Petitions and Remon- 
ſtrances,- under the colour of preferring a Suit, or 
Cauſe, as is expreſled 2 Saw.15. 4. Or in the 
Language of our Times, 'a Gxevance of the Stb- 
ject. Thele Diſcontents, by degrees, were con- 
firmed into a Reſolution to ſeize his Guards, and 

his

his Perſav, and ſo to'give Limits to his Dominion ; 
which perhaps he: intimates by that gathering of 
the Abjes, and raſcality of the People together a- 


yu him ; or elſewhere, by the gathering of the 


gbtyz or more frequently, by their beſetting or 
compaſſing him about on every fide 5 which craine 
rous Machinations, terminated in the higheſt in- 
ſtance of Dilloyalty, a violent attempt upon his S4- 
cred Life. 

But if the Violent Mar may not here be inter- 
preted indefinitely, or for a Band of Regicides ; 
may we fix it upon Abſolom £ Perhaps not ; His 
Cruelty, it may be, was not ſo great as hi: Ambiti- 
0 ; and he might be content to ſpare his Father's 
Head, if he could take the Crows from it ; or elſe 
leave that horrid part of the Plot, to the manage- 
ment of Achitophel and his bloody Complices. 

Savl rather ſeems to be the Violent in the 
Text ; but we ſhall not ſtay to decide the compe- 
tition, where each of them ſeem to have but too 
juſt a claim to this ugly CharaRer. 


Proceed we then to the 


Second obſervable in David's Deliverances, and 
that is the Author of them, the t Governour of 
the World. He hath delivered, haſt delivered. 

Indeed, all Deliverances are the Works of God 
himſelf He is the God of Salvation, to him belong 
the Iſſues from Death. It is he alone that hath 
Goodneſs, Strength, and Wiſdom, ſufficient to dif- 
cover' concealed Dangers, and to deliver from 


a them :

them : Goodneſs to exerciſe his Wiſdom, and exert 
his Strength : Strength, to ſerve and perfe& his 
Goodneſs; Wiſdom, to guide and manage z both 
for a ſcaſonable DeteQion, and an effetual De- 
feat, of the Confpiracies of ſubtil and evil-minded 
Men. 

But there are ſome reſerved Caſes which are 
more proper to God, in which his Hand and Power 
is more viſible ; and thoſe are Caſes of great Ex- 
tremity 3 ſuch as Fongs's in the Whales Belly; the 
three Children in the fiery Furnace ; Daniel's in the 
Lion's Den ; David's in the depths of his Diſtreſs, 


and when he was wholly deſtitute of all humane 


Aid: I looked upon my right hand, and beheld, but Pſal.s 42.4 


there was no Man that would know me, Refuge failed 
me no Man cared for my Soul. Then he adds, 
werſ.5. 1 cried unto thee, O Lord, I ſaid, Thou art my 
Refuge, deliver me from my Perſecutors, for they are 
ſtronger than I; thou art the helper of the helpleſs, 

So here in my Text, when Faction and Sedition 
was grown up to the height of Cruelty and Vio- 
lence ; when the Plot was come to the Birth, and 
the Fatal Blow ready to be given, then God deli- 
vers by his *Prerogative, and David attributes it to 
him, not .only eminently, but excluſively. [Tt 7s 
God that avengeth me, it 1s God, and none but He ; 
Thou haſt delivered me from the Violent Man ; Thou, 
and Thou only. And he gathers ſo much confi- 
dence from the ſingle proteRion of his God, as I 
may ſo ſpeak, that he defies whole Troops and 


Armies of his Enemies : Though an Hoſt ſhould en- pſgl.27.3. 


camp againſt me, my Heart ſhould not fear. 
C He

He had found, by experience, that when God 
alone appeared for him, neither the Valour of 46- 
ſalow, the Policy of Achitophel, nor the Power of 


Saul could pen againſt him ; but he delivereth hins 
emits 


from all his 3 from theſe, and from the worſt 
of them, the Cruel, the Violent Mar. And fo much 
for the Author of David's great Deliverancer, The 
Lord, flrong and mighty. 


We come next to conſider, in a 


' Third place, The manner of this Deliverance z 
which maketh it ſtill greater, and more to be re- 
garded. 

It was a Deliverance from all his Enemies ; the 
Murmurers of the Conrtry, and the Rioters of the 
City; the Invaders of his 'Prerogative, and the Con- 
ſpirators againſt his Life ; neither was it only a 
Deliverance from them, but a /ifting him xp above 
them, and a confirmation of his Dominion. 

We ſhall ſtay here a little to open theſe Parti- 
culars, and ſhew you, 


Firſt of all, That it was a compleat Delive- 
France. 

Secondly, That it was an advantageous Delive- 
rance ; it put Him, and his Affairs, into a much: 
better germ than they were 1n before. 

Firſt, 1 fay, It was a compleat and entire Deli- 
verance; a Deliverance from all his Enemies, and 


from all the Miſchief and Vrolence they plotted a- 
gainſt him.. |

Sometimes our Eſcape from one Enemy, doth 
but expoſe us to another 3 and when we flee from 
a Lion, a Bear meets us. 
Sometimes God delivers from Death, but yet de- 
livers up to Captivity; As he would not ſuffer his 
People to be deſtroyed by Shiſhak King of Egypt, 
Nevertheleſs they ſhall be bis Servants, that they may 2Chron.12.8 
know my Service, and the Service of the Kingdoms of 
the Gonntries, He delivers them from Deſtru@ion, 
but not from Slavery 3 or he delivers out of Cap- 
tivity, but not without ſome Marks, or Scars, of 
their former hard Uſage and Endurance : They 
are ſaved, like « Brand ſnatch'd ont of the Fire, in 
the Prophet Amos his Compariſon 3 ſcorched, but Ames 4. 17. 
not conſumed. 
Sometimes he vouchſafeth compleat Deliverance, 
as he did to Daniel; the Lions were fo far from 
devouring him, that they did him not the leaſt 
hurt : And as he did to the three Children ; the Fire 
was ſo far from conſuming them, that it did not 
ſinge them, nor ſo much as the (incl! of it remain 
upon them. 
And ſo it was here in this Caſe before us. Da- 
vid was delivered from all his Enemies, and from 
all the Effects of their Enmity ; from the Strovings 
of the People, and the Yiolence of their Managers z 
from that fort of Enemies that could colour and 
_ their Deſigns, peek Peace to their Neigh- 
wrs, and pretend fair to their King; no leſs than 
from open and declared Rebels, who carry Wea- 
pons in their Hands, as well as Miſchief 1n their 
Hearts. Nay further, he was delivered, not only 
C 2 from

from Death, but from Seizare and Inpriſonaren ; 
from all Reſtraints of Power, and Diminutions of 
Royalty : as appeareth more fully by the Particu- 
tars of his Acknowledgment 3 Pfal. 116. 8. Tho 
haſt delivered my Soul from Death, wine Eyes from 
ears, and my Feet from falling. And for this-rea- 
ſon he ſtiles it Great, becauſe it was entire and 
compleat Deliverance. Nay more than ſo ; 

Secondly, It was a beneficial and advantageous 
Deliverance ; It placed him in better Circumſtan. 
ces than he was in before ; and: by: an/ admirable 
Contrivance of the Divine Providence, his Danger 
confirms his Safety z and the ſubdning of the Pro. 
ple, contributes to his greater Exaltation. 

He delivereth me = mine Enemies; yea, thou 
lifteſ me up above thoſe that riſe up againſt me. He 
fpeaks it with a ſpecial Emphaſis; and 1t may de- 
note theſe two.things.

God gave him a- new ſecurity of his Life and 
Peace 3. not only by giving him the Necks of his 
Enenues, delivering them mercifully into his _—

the Hands ouytice, who had traiteroully lifted 
up their hands, the bands of Violence, againſt his 
Crown and Dignity. 

But alſo awakening Him, his Connſelors, and 
Magiſtrates, by the eſcape of ſo imminent a Dan- 
ger, to greater Care and Vigilancy for the time to 
come, 

It was Machiavel's Obſervation of the State of Cum Urbi 
the Roman Empire, That ſeeing it was deſtin'd to jon; mane 
ſo much Grandeur, it was convenient that it ſhould niruds faralis 
be often Oppreſled and Afﬀicted, or at leaſt Threat- _— 
ned and Endangered 3 that her 'Alers might be- lime attigi c- 
come more prudent and wary in defending of it, *® » " nitany 
and procuring-that greatneſs and ſplendor it was to cautior, pru- 
arrive unto dnvgry fe 


It was not therefore without reaſon, that St. Ar tmpe-ii mo- 
g«ſtine thought it neceſlary tor thole Heathenr, who !em acquiren- 


deified all their Benefators, to build one Altar: _ jw. 


. * Diſpr ln cg. 
and pay ſome _ to their Enemies, as repu+ 


ting them one fort of BenefaFors, Doubtleſs, they 
keep not only the Courage, but the Wiſdom of 
a Nation awake, and make other Princes, as they 
did David, more ſafe, by making them leſs ſe- 
cure. 

But as it denoteth the Encreaſe of his-Safety : 
So, 
2. Of his Glory and Honour. In the time of trons Pſal.27. 5. 
ble, be ſhall hide me in his Pavilion. Which ſpeaks 
no leſs the Obſcurity, than the Safety of his Condi- 
tion : But in the time of Deliverance, He ſhall ſet 
me up upon a Rock; as it follows, my Head ſhall be 
lifted up, above my Enemies round about me.

the Height and Eminency of his Power and 


Greatneſs, as Oppoſites illuſtrate one another : The

Thy Gentleneſs, the 
Septuagint renders it, » muddons, thy Diſcipline - 


' and the Hebrews derive it, (as Dr. Hammond and 


others have obſerved ) from a Verb, which ſignifies 
to humble or depreſs ; plainly intimating, that Da- 
vid's diſtreſs and danger, ſet him higher in Honour 
and Dignity than he was before : His Triumphs 
made him more glotious than his Tranquillity; and 
he had never been ſo great in Chronicle, if he had 
paſſed all his days in Peace. 

With what Shouts and Acclamations of [/+ae! 
was he welcomed home from his long Exile ? How 
doth the Pomp of his Reſtauration greaten, pro- 
portionably to the Obſcurities and Indignities of his 
Rejetion ? Therefore when he thankfully recounts 
the Divine Mercies in other Dehverances, he tiles 
God, not only bis Selvation, but his Glory, as be- 
fore, Rſal. 3. 3. My Glory, and the lifter up of my 
cad,

Head, Which juſtifies our note upon this Circum- 
ſtance of his Deliverance in the Text 5 Thon haſt 
lifted up my Head above thoſe that riſe up againſt me 5 
that is, Thou haſt given greater Luſtre to the Jew- 
els of my Crown, and advanced me to greater Ho- 
nour in the eyes and eſteem of my People.

He had Preachitg, Petitioning, Voting, Afſocta- 
ting Enemies 3 ſuch as, if you would believe them, 
hated only Arbitrary Power dreaded Popery, (tickled 
for Legal Privileges ; and had no worſe Deſign 
in ſeizing the King's Guards, than the Defence of 
- his Perſon, the Reformation of his Conncil and Ma- 
giftracy, and the Security of Religion 5 by finding 
out a better Swceeſſor to the Crown, than God had: 
yet provided. 

But we may conclude, from very ill Effects of 
the like demure and plauſible Pretences to the Fa- 
ther, how much Miſchief was intended the Sor, 
even by the ſame fort of Men, who- thus palliate 
Treaſon, ſpeak Peace to ther Neighbours, and are 
ready, wpon all Occaſions, to ſuggeſt ro-them, that 
it is only their Love to their Cowntry, and their 
Zeal for their Religion, which brings their Loyalty 
into ſuſpicion.

Who are for ſmziting the King ; but not the 
King,only, as Achitopbel was, but will have his 
| deareſt and only "Brother, his prime Connſellors, 
Judges, Magiſtrates, to ſhare his Fate: And in 
their breathings out of Slaughter, ſaying with that 
Enemy, Exod. 15. 9. We will purſue, we will over- 
take, we will divide the Spoil ; Luft ſhall be ſa- 
tisfied on them, we will draw our Sword, and our 
Hand ſhall deftroy them. Sure theirs would have 
been the Lyſt indeed, the Sport and Wantonneſs 
of Cruelty, to have killed, and flayed, and 
ſtifled, i in their Revenge and Rage they pre- 
pounded. 

"The Jefuited Papiſt, that Man of Blood and 
Maſlacre, to be fure will be preſently taken upon 
ſuſpicion for tbe Violent eHan in our Caſe; and 
upon a- through-cxamination of his Principles and 
Pradtices in our own Kz»gdow, and that not only 
in the days of our Fathers, but in this preſent 
Age, we can.by no.means acquit him.

And. many ſuch 
there are now among us, whoſe 'Felzgion is their In- 
terclt 5 who are wiſe to underſtand the Times, and to 
ſave their Purſes. 

But if Worldly Confiderations make other Men 
Converts, God grant they may never make us Apo- 
ſlates. That neither the fpoiling, nor the encreaſe 
of .axr Goods, may, move us from our Chriſtian Sted- 
faſtneſs and Reſolution. It is ſtoried of a facrow 
Nobleman, who when he was depoſed from all his 
Honours, becauſe he would not forſake his Relz- 
gion, and afterwards reſtored to. them again, as a 
new Temptation to renounce it; He gave this. re- 
ſolute Anſwer to the King of Perſia, Sz propter iſta 
me denegaturum Chriſtum putas, iſta denuo accipe ; It 
you think I valne my Honours above_Chrift, pray 
take them from me again. We ne tag, gy a In- 
ſtance, not altogether unlike . this, in. St. Baſpl 5 
The Emperor ſent to. him to. \ubſcribe the Arrian 
Hereſy ; and. ordered. his Agent to treat him, at 
ficit, with fair andenticing Speeches, and the pro- 
miſc of great Preferments : which he did ; but to

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them the good Man replied, Alas! theſe are Arts 
to inveigle Children; but we that are nouriſhed and 
taught by the Holy Scriptures, are readier to ſuffer a 
thouſand Deaths, than to renounce one Article of 
our Creed.

- Acknowledgments of the Divine Goodnefs, and 

ſolemn Teſtifications of our thankful ſenſe thereof, 

(how indifpoſed and averſe foever our fluggiſh 

Minds are thereunto) was always, and ever will 
be, the principal and moſt noble part of all "/feli- 
gion, immediatly addreſſed to God. It is the only 
Heavenly Work that can be done upon Earth, the 
only joytul Employment which ſhall Laſt to all 
Eternity :

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Eternity 5 and. which ſhould ever wait God ht 
Sion, and uport all occafions, be exerciſed here in 
the Aſſemblies of the Faithful. 

When the ordinary &ffets of the Divine Provis 
dence, do im afiy advantageots manner preſent 
themſelves to our view; when we peruſe the Volumes 
of Story, and therem obſerve the vations Events of 
humane Actions ; eſpecially the feaſotable Rewards 
of Vertaue, the notable Protection and Delive- 
rance of Innocence z and the deſerved Puniſh- 
ments of malicious Wickednef. Then is it ſea- 
ſonable to ſing ants the Lord 's new Song +, to praiſe 
him in a high' and exalted ſtrain, eſpecially upon 
ſo ſignal a manifeſtation of Mercy and Judgwvrezt, 
as that was which we celebrate 1his Day. 

It was once ſaid of Clandiar, That he wanted 
Matter ſuitable to the excellency of his Wit. But 
where is Wit and Eloquence worthy of this Sub- 
je# ? Whocan utter theſe mighty Works of the Lord 2 
Who can (hew forth all his Praiſe > None ſo well as 
our chief Muſician, whoſe Tongue was as the Per of 
« ready Writer. And we cannot do it better, than it 
a Pſalm of his compoſing. We have ſeerrin Scrip- 
tre, how they were wont to praiſe God with Songs 
and Hymns. And beſides David, we have inſtan- 
ced in Moſes and Miriam, Deborah and Barak, &c. 
and may add Simeon and Ana. 

In the Chriſtien Church, aftet they had- ended 
their Love- Feaſts, they began their Hymns, which 
were either taken from the Scriptures, or of their 
own compoſition : Which Pliny takes notice of, as 
of a great part, nay, as of the whole in a —

nefits.indulged by Providence. And ball not this 
ſtir our Emulation, and-kindle our Sacrifices 2 Shall 
not our Devotion keep. pace -with, if not outgo 
theirs 2? Shall we not feel our Tranſports in f af- 
feRing an Occaſion? and.in .this. ſenſe | gine thanks 
unto the Lord among. the Heathen, and ſing Praiſes 
unto bis Name & * 

; Surely, if we conſider the neceſlity, as well as 
the comelineſs and. expediency | of: the: Duty, the 
Admonitions of the Prophets, ,as well as the Precepts' 
of Philoſophers, and the Examples of both z; if we: 
confider the tneſs. and imminency of the Dan- 
ger, and conſequently the bleſling of the Delive- 
rance, we ſhall not want our Halelxjabs, we ſhalt: 
not., want any incitement to, or aſliſtance in this 
Duty,of Thenksgivingz, but as we have great reaſon 
to'bleſs God, fo I hope. we ſhall make our boaſts of 
him all the Day long. 

What a deluge of Confuſion were theſe poor 
Nations running into? How deep were the Diſ- 
contents of ;the People 5 © How ready the Tinder of 
unſatisfied Spirits, mn all. Parts, to-take Fire, and 
break out into a devouring and irreliſtible Flame ? 
Which would ſoon have made this good Land, that 
wes before ther like the Garden of Eden, to have

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been behind them like a deſolate Wilderneſi, How 
near was the Glory departing from our Ifrael > How 
near was the Crown falling from our Head ? and all 
our Happineſs expiring with the Breath of our No- 
firils ? We know not where the Rage and Cruelty 
of our Enemies would have ſtopd : We know 
not how many befides his Royal Brother, (ſhould 


have fallen on the tight, and on the left Hand of 


the King, But we know, it was reſolved to follow 
the Blow at Majeſty, with a Maſſacre; and that (e- 
veral Perſons of Znality, and Place , the Magi- 
ſtrates of our Great City, and SubjeFs every where, 
of molt eminent and tried ow were deſigned 
for immediate (laughter. 

If this Conſpiracy had taken place, we ſhould nor, 
in all likelihood, have been ſo mach as a People, or a 
very miſcrable People, it any at all: Forit is nor 
ſo many Heads of Men jumbled together, but fo 
many placed in a due ſubordination, under Rule 
and Government, that make a People, a Body or 
Society of Men, The very Life and being of a 
Nation, are the Laws and Ordinances of it, whe- 
ther Civil or Sacred : The Civil to make it a King- 
dom, and the Sacred to make it a Church, When 
thoſe are at any time demoliſhed or diflolved, we
